So far I have never seen 
a positive id. Does anyone know who this is? 


Well, the answer is here: it is more-or-less the HF Morse equivalent 
of RDL on 18.1 kHz, but only for strategic ‘flash' messages, and only 
in Morse. There have been some 10 or more frequencies seen over the 
years, but as the transmissions are usually rather short, and probably 
subject to seasonal change, they are difficult to track down. The 
office location is Moscow (as for RDL) and the transmitters can be

It took a president as firm in the saddle as 
Vladimir Putin, 47, to dare tame the tiger. 


Just before leaving for Camp David for his September 26-27 visit with 
President George W. Bush, Putin named Army General Anatoly Kvashnin, 
chief of staff of Russiais armed forces, as overlord of all Russian 
intelligence services fn according to an exclusive report from Moscow 

by DEBKA-Net-Weeklyis military and intelligence sources. For the first 
time since the tsars sat on the Kremlin throne, one man headed Russiais 
armed forces and its sprawling intelligence-security empire, making 
Kvashnin the strongest man in Russia after Putin. 


At the age of 57, Russiais top general stands at the helm of the 
SVR-Russian Foreign Intelligence Service (the Russian equivalent of 

the US CIA), the FSB-Federal Security Service (the Russian FBI) and 

the FAPSI -The Federal Agency for Government, Communication and 
Information. FAPSI is the Russian version of the US National Security 
Agency, but unlike the NSA, which collects intelligence only outside 
the United States, FAPSI handles electronic surveillance and monitoring 
and the gathering of trade and financial information both at home and 
overseas. As chief of staff of the military, Kvashnin is also boss of 
the GRU, or Russian military intelligence.

Beside Jihaz Amn al Daoula (State Security Service), Egypt's internal 
security is the responsibility of three intelligence organizations: 
General Intelligence (Al-Mukhabarat al-'Ammah / General Intelligence 

and Security Service), attached to the presidency; Military Intelligence 
(Mukhabarat el-Khabeya / Military Intelligence Service), attached to the 
Ministry of Defense; and the Mubahath el-Dawla (General Directorate for 
State Security Investigations - GDSSI), under direct control of the 
minister of interior. Any of these agencies can undertake investigations 


of matters pertaining to national security, but the GDSSI was and still 
is the main organization for domestic security matters. 


Nasser established a pervasive and oppressive internal security 
apparatus. The security police detained as many as 20,000 political 
prisoners at a time and discouraged public discussions or meetings that 
could be construed as unfriendly to the government. The security police 
recruited local informants to report on the activities and political 
views of their neighbors. Under Sadat intelligence forces were less 
obtrusive but still managed to be well informed and effective in 
monitoring subversives, opposition politicians, and foreigners. The 
GDSSI remained in 1990 the primary organ for combatting political 
subversion even after Mubarak and the judiciary took several steps to 
limit the organization's power.
